—A permanent ban on all offshore oil 
drilling operations in the Santa Barbara 
Channel is being sought by the Board of 
Supervisors. 
The 
five supervisors voted unani­ 
mously late Monday to urge President 
Nixon and the Interior Department to 
cancel leases in Federal submerged 
lands. The State Lands Commission is 
being asked to do the same in channel 
waters within the three-mile state limit. 
The resolution adopted by the board 


thus asks that a giant industry with 
world-wide connections and a powerful 
lobby in Washington and Sacramento be 
halted in its tracks. It is the outcome of 
a disastrous 11-day oil eruption on a Fed­ 
eral lease, an eruption that poured oil 
over a vast channel area, killing bird 
life, 
sea lions, and damaging choice 
beaches and harbor areas. 
Shouting approval of the resolution — 
and speakers who backed it —were more 
than 200 persons packed into the super­ 
visors’ hearing room of the County Ad- 
ministration Building.__________________

Supervisors approve addition 
of S.M. superior court judge 


The Board of Supervisors gave unan­ 
imous approval Monday to a recommen­ 
dation for appointment of a second Su­ 
perior Court judge for Santa Maria 
court to help handle Santa Maria and 
Lompoc 
area criminal cases, many 
of which have to be heard in Santa Bar­ 
bara now. 
The board backed the recommenda­ 
tion of Administrative Officer R. D. 
Johnson. 
There now are five Superior Court 
judges in the Santa Barbara Courthouse, 
Supervisor 
Curtis 
Tunnell, of Santa 
Maria, has insisted for several years 
that a second judgeship be set up to 
serve the north county. He said about 
40 per cent of the cases originate in 
the north county. 
Newly-appointed Judge Floyd Dodson, 
of Santa Barbara, will don his robes 
March 1. He succeeds Percy Hecken- 
dorf, of Santa Barbara, who is stepping 
down at that time. Judge Heckendorf 
retired last fall, but has been serving 
since then to help with an ever-increasing 
load of court cases. 


Judge Heckendorf s plan to step down 
March 1 from his present duty was re­ 
layed to the Board of Supervisors Mon­ 
day by Presiding Superior Judge John 
Rickard. 


The supervisors’ action Monday met 
with approval by the judges and Bar 
Association members. The next step is 
to have a bill placed before the State 
Legislature for action prior to recess 
late this month. The Legislature also 
will ask the State Judicial Council for 
a recommendation. 
Judge Rickard said it may be late 
this year before a new judge is named. 


The supervisors, 
meanwhile, 
con­ 
tinued for further study the question of 
whether another courtroom should be 
provided in the Courthouse in Santa 
Barbara. There now are five court­ 
rooms for five judges. A sixth court­ 
room could be used for retired judges 
on assignment basis, a Municipal Court 
judge on Superior Court assignment, or 
an attorney serving as a judge pro tern 
on certain cases.

One by one, officers of civic, conser­ 
vation 
and 
women’s 
organizations 
strode to the speaker’s stand and prom­ 
ised complete support of the supervis­ 
or’s resolution. 
Voicing support were representatives 
of the Carpinteria Valley Assn., Santa 
Barbara branch of the National Audubon 
Society, Los Padres Chapter of the Sier­ 
ra Club, Santa Barbara League*of Wom­ 
en Voters, American Association of Uni­ 
versity Women, Citizens Planning Assn. 
of Santa Barbara, Santa Barbara Beauti-

Assn., the GOO (Get Oil Out) committee, 
and others. 
A Santa Barbara City Planning Com­ 
mission resolution also urging a sweep 
of oil facilities from the channel was 
read. Santa Barbara City Council is ex­ 
pected to take similar action Tuesday 
night, the supervisors were told. 
The resolution as first offered by Su­ 
pervisor George H. Clyde was confined 
to urging a ban on further drilling in 
Federal waters. There is now a tempor­ 
ary ban on drilling on Federal leases, 
pending an investigation aimed at set- 


ting up stronger regulations. 
But Supervisor Joe J. Callahan was 
successful in amending the resolution to 
have it conclude state tidelands opera* 
tions as well. 
And Board chairman Francis H. Beat­ 
tie provided a further amendment. This 
states that, “ in effect, the oil industry is 
profiting at the benefit of property owi> 
ers and established businesses.” 
The resolution basically points out that 
proliferation of oil facilities, in South 
Coast waters is and will always be in- 
compatible with the scenic values of the 


area that are the basis for a thriving 
tourist trade. 
It stresses that fool-proof safeguards 
against another vast channel oil spill 
are unlikely because of the “ fundamen­ 
tally unsound geological structure of the 
channel.” 


One voice of protest was raised before 
the supervisors voted for the resolution.

Police continue probe 
of weekend burglaries 


lead to the development of an outlet for 
alcoholic beverages.

“ We don't want a beer bar, period,”

In other action, the commission: 
-Made a few amendments to the city’s 
regulations governing swimming pools 
and passed the recommendations along 
to the city council. 
-Decided to arrange for county offi­ 
cials to discuss agriculture preserves at 
the next meeting. 


Lompoc police today continued the 
methodical, sometimes dreary task of 
sifting physical evidence and facts un­ 
earthed following an unprecedented ser­ 
ies of burglaries that hit the city Sun­ 
day night. 
Five local businesses lost more than a 
thousand dollars. Four of the burglary 
sites were within a one-block radius of 
H Street and Ocean Avenue. One was a 
mile away but police speculated that it 
also was done by the same burglar or 
burglars. 
Police refused to speculate on the des­ 
cription of possible suspect or suspects, 
but admitted that physical evidence point­ 
ed to a number of particular kinds of 
person or persons. 
Golden Cue Billiard Parlor at 118 N. 
I St., lost nearly $700 cash and a coin 
collection tentatively valued at about $1,- 
000. 
Lompoc Motors, Inc., 200 N. H St., 
lost $160 cash and a small radio. 
Smith Electric Co., 127 S. I St., 
lost $23 cash. 
Elks Lodge, 116 N. I St., lost $30 to 
$65 cash. 
Jim ’s Mobile Service Station, 1500 E. 
Ocean Avenue, lost a set of keys that 
could open all doors and locks on the 
premises. 
In addition to the five burglaries that 
occurred Sunday night, police also note 
several burglaries or attempted burg­ 
laries that occurred in the few days pre­ 
ceding the “ big night.” Monte’s Auto 
Parts Co., 136 N. H St. lost an im- 
pack wrench that was taken through a 
broken window. A pharmacy at 604 E. 
Ocean Ave., had a near break - in on 
Feb. 
1. In the latter incident police 
frightened away a man who had broken a 
rear window. 
On Feb. 7 there was evidence of a break- 
in at LaFourcade Dry Cleaners, 206 
E. Ocean Ave. Later investigation re­ 
vealed that a burglar had attempted to 
break in to the company’s safe. 
There was also an attempt to burg­ 
larize the Trading post at 102 W. Ocean 
Ave. 
At the Golden Cue, the burglar who en­ 
tered the premises would have had to 
squeeze through a broken window opening 
measuring less than 13 inches wide by 
less than 17 inches high. Because of the 
jagged glass, the effective opening would 
have been reduced to possibly 11 inches 
wide and 15 inches high. 
The suspect would also have to have 
been agile to reach the windows in the 
Elks Lodge and the Golden Cue and 


doubly so at Smith’s Electric. In the 
latter burglary the suspect had to scale 
a metal fence more than six feet high. 
Although police declined to speculate 
on otter details, the burglar will possi­ 
bly have a cut on a hand or on his per­ 
son someplace. Blood was found at two of 
the “ window” jobs. Police say they will 
have the blood tested to determine the 
type. 
There was other physical evidence 
linking the crimes. For example some 
of the loot taken at the Golden Cue was 
found at the Elks Lodge.

Kennedy officials re­ 
ported one runway was open for depart­ 
ing flights only, Newark had one runway 
open for both incoming and outgoing 
flights and LaGuardia could promise not 
Nixon's trip to Berlin will be 
marked by demonstrations

BERLIN (UPI) — Leftist students in 
West Berlin today denounced President 
Nixon as a “ reactionary” and said they 
would demonstrate when he comes here 
Feb. 27 on his European tour. 
The student threats coincided with 
steadily mounting concern that a new 
Berlin crisis might be in the making and 
that it would concern Communist har- 
rassment of land routes to this city 110 
miles inside East Germany. 
There was speculation the visit of Mar­ 
shall Ivan I. Yakubovsky, commander 
of the Warsaw Pack forces, might fore­ 
shadow new harrassment. He arrived 
only one day after the East Germans 
announced new restrictions on travel to 
Berlin for the March 5 election of the 
West German President. 
Eastern officials said they believed 
there was no connection between the Ya­ 
kubovsky visit and the ban on travel of 
electoral college members. But they said 
if new steps against West Berlin were 
being planned the Warsaw Pack com­ 
mander would have to be consulted. 


Major fears that the Communists might 
be planning a new Berlin squeeze were 
voiced Monday in Bonn by government 
spokesman Guenter 
Diehl. Diehl in­ 
dicated the government thought the move 
against the electoral college might be a 
coverup for something more serious. 
He warned of the possibility Bonn might 
withdraw trade and economic conces­ 
sions if a new squeeze is imposed. 
Information Bureau West, a semi-of- 
ficial German intelligence agency in 
West Berlin, said a German language 


broadcast on Moscow Radio Monday 
night warned of possible new harass­ 
ment. The broadcast said “ other meas- 
ures” would follow those announced Sun­ 
day if West Germany continues its “ ait- 
venturous course.” 
The extremists students action brought 
more headaches to allied officials. The 
main threat came from the Free Univer­ 
sity Student council, the executive body 
of the student “ parliament” in West Ber­ 
lin. It called Nixon “ an agent of the 
reactionary wing of the American bon- 
rgoisie.” 
“ We will not be blocked by police,” 
they said in a resolution passed by the 
leftist-dominated student parliament of 
the Free University. 
“ Nixon will leave here with another 
state of mind than his predecessor” 
(President John F. Kennedy), the resol­ 
ution said. 
The students also voted at a meeting 
Monday night to demonstrate against the 
March 5 election here of the new West 
German president, which has been de­ 
nounced by the Russians and East Ger­ 
mans as illegal.

Medical center construction 
work to begin here shortly 


The first phase of a major medical center development will be under 
construction this month on the southeast corner of Third Street and Walnut 
Avenue following final approval of the plans by the Architectural Board of 
Review. 
The project culminates two years effort by Drs. William H, Gausman Jr, 
Eldon Elam, James D. Warrick and Edward R. Wallace, who are presently 
associated in a medical center at 110 S. C St. 
Completion of the center is scheduled in six to eight months, according 
to Gausman. The first phase will consist of about 7,000 square feet on the 
main floor and an undisclosed footage in the basement. Doctors’ quarters 
will be provided for the four doctors presently associated in the V alley 
Medical Group, and two more. 
The board noted provisions for parking, sprinkler landscaping, street 
trees, fire hydrants and sidewalks. Architect Frank Greer also informed 
the board that the center will have a special play area for children com­ 
plete with cement-sculptured animals. 
All utilities will be underground. The first phase will be located in the 
acre of ground immediately adjacent to Walnut Avenue on the north and 
Third Street on the west. Additional units keyed to the first phase will be 
constructed later on the group’s remaining three acres which run south 
to Ocean Avenue. 


County officials will meet Thursday

a partial development plan 
of the Macco Realty Co., which has pro­ 
posed a giant second home and rec­ 
reational complex project on 14,(XX) 
acres of the former Hollister Ranch 
west of Gaviota. 
The plan is to be discussed by the 
County Subdivision Committee.

SACRAMENTO (UPI>-Dem- 
ocratic Sen. Alan Cranston says 
President Nixon’s “ only major 
mistake to date” was the ap­ 
pointment of former Alaska gov­ 
ernor and oil man Walter Hickel 
as interior secretary. 
“ This man simply did not 
have the proper background or 
proper dedication to conserva­ 
tion,” Cranston told a meeting 
of the Sacramento Comstock 
Club Monday. 
Cranston, who voted against 
confirming Hickel, charged that 
his controversial handling of 
the Santa Barbara runaway oil 
well crisis constituted “ reason 
anew to wonder about his quali­ 
fications.” 
He termed Nickel’s appoint­ 
ment “ hasty” and said Nixon 
yielded to demands by Western­ 
ers that a Westerner be ap­ 
pointed 
secretary of the in­ 
terior. 
“ He 
represented President 
Nixon’s only major mistake to 
date,” the first-term Democrat 
said in a question and answer 
session with club members. 
Hickel last week drew fire 
when he called on oil drillers to 
voluntarily suspend their opera­ 
tions on offshore federal leases 
in the Santa Earbara Channel. 
The next day Hickel reversed 
himself and still later reversed 
that order and directed all drill­ 
ing on federal lands in the 
channel suspended pending an 
investigation. 
Wounded 
whale is 
spared 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI>- 
A harmless whale somebody 
shot for no apparent reason 
tried all day Monday to turn 
Long Beach Harbor into his 
personal hospital room before 
consenting to be towed out to 
sea. 
The mammal had big sad 
eyes, and city officials viewed 
him 
with 
a 
mixture 
of 
sympathy and vexation. Fearful 
he might die on their beach, 
they planned to destroy him 
today, if he didn’t leave. Dead 
whales have a way of smelling 
awful in a warm place like 
Southern California, and it’s 
hard to move them once they’re 
securely beached. 
On their sixth try Monday 
night, 
lifeguards got a line 
around the whale’s tail, and 
towed it three miles out to sea. 
This time it didn’t come back. 
The California pilot whale, 
believed to weigh about 1,500 
pounds, barged into the harbor 
Monday morning. Lifeguard Lt. 
Bill 
Ward 
said 
inspection 
revealed 
the animal 
had a 
bullet wound about 12 inches 
behind his blowhole. 
Apparently finding it easier to 
breathe in shallow water, the 
whale made for the surf and by 
Monday night h a d frustrated 
five efforts by Ward and other 
life guards to escort him out to 
sea. 
Lifeguards made several ef­ 
forts to point the whale in the 
direction of the harbor entrance 
by tugging on its fins. 
“ Finally we put a line behind 
his lateral fins and towed him 
with a rescue boat about a mile 
and a half out, nearly to the 
breakwater, but he slipped the 
rope and came back,” Ward 
said. 
Pilot whales normally migrate 
south in the Pacific to the 
waters off the Mexican state of 
Baja California this time of 
year. 
Ward 
speculated 
the 
whale 
had 
been 
shot 
by 
somebody who mistook its fins 
for those of a shark. 
The charcoal 
gray 
whale 
showed a preference for lolling 
in the surf abowt 100 yards 
offshore. Occasionally it would 
blow water and seem revived. 
Then, 
drained 
of energy it 
would roll over on its side, and 
drift. 
A durable 
creature 
under 
most conditions, the pilot whale 
is 
especially 
vulnerable to 
injuries around his breathing 
apparatus. 
“ We’re still kind of wishfully 
thinking 
he 
may 
be 
only 
temporarily sick,” Ward said.

living, including good nutrition 
and other services. 
Anyone living in the area may 
use the service if under the care 
of a licensed physician and in 
need of care at home. Also eli­ 
gible 
are hospitals, clinics, 
health or welfare agencies, it 
was reported. 
Guest speaker Dr. Viktoria 
Colattz formerly of Germany 
related her experiences as a 
practicing physician in Orcutt 
and lauded the Visiting Nurse 
Serivce for their assistance. 
Incoming president Dr Houpt 
honored past presidents with 
engraved plaques before mem­ 
bers and guests attending from 
the entire County.

Beattie lends strong 
support to drill ban 


Action of the Board of Supervisors Monday morning in voting 
3-2 to delay action on a proposed resolution asking for discontin­ 
uance of oil drilling permanently in Federal waters in the Santa 
Barbara Channel had made some persons feaful that north coun­ 
ty supervisors might seek to temper the resolution. 
However, Board chairman Francis H. Beattie, of Lompoc, end­ 
ed all doubts about that when he actually strengthened the resolu­ 
tion with an amendment which cited that “ in effect, oil industry 
is profiting at the expense of property owners and established 
businesses.” 
Both Supervisors Beattie and Curtis Tunnell, of Santa Maria, 
voted for the resolution which was adopted unanimously in 
the afternoon session. 
Earlier, 
Tunnell and Supervisor George H. Clyde — who had 
offered the original resolution — had sharp words. Clyde cri­ 
ticized the proposal from the chair to have the matter con­ 
tinued as an after - agenda item to the afternoon. He felt there 
was a tendency to “ equivocate” when Tunnell supported the pro­ 
posal. 
But Beattie reassured Clyde that he was asking for the delay 
on action on the resolution because he felt it was the correct 
procedure to do with after - agenda items. They should be con­ 
sidered after the other matters on the agenda, he felt. 
Clyde had disagreed, saying “ crucial matters like this” 
should be given more immediate attention.

An incomplete survey Mon­

many as 250 or more oil drill­ 
ers in the Carpinteria Valley 
area are idled by the temporary 
cessation on oil drilling in Fed­ 
eral waters in the Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel. 
The possibility that the ban 
imposed last week by Interior 
Secretary Walter Hickel might 
be a lengthly one was seen to­ 
day as new and widespread pub­ 
lic pressures developed for a 
permanent ban on drilling in not 
only Federal but State offshore 
waters in the channel. 
Erno Bonebakker, Carpinter­ 
ia Valley rancher, who stood up 
Monday as the lone opponent 
of the supervisors’ resolution 
calling for a permanent drill­ 
ing ban in the channel, didn’t 
mention 
the 
figures of men 
out of work. 
But Bonebakker did call at­ 
tention to the need for a “ care­ 
ful study of the economic im­ 
pact of a permanent ban on off­ 
shore drilling.” 
“ I have a beach house and 
know 
something 
about 
the 
damage that the oil spill did,” 
said Bonebakker. “ But I hate to 
see you rush this through.” 
“ I am afraid a permanent 
ban will be almost impossible 
to get. You may wind up los­ 
ing your bargaining power that 
could get strong safeguards.” 
Boos came on strong when 
Bonebakker added: “ This is a 
terrible 
thing but 
by sum­ 
mer you will hardly know it was 
ever here.” He was referring to 
the oil flow on the beaches and 
in the harbor. 
But 
continuing undaunted, 
Bonebakker went on: “ Nature 
has a fantastic ability to regen­ 
erate herself.” 
There was a tax base in the 
county to think of, Bonebakker 
showed. 
“ It has been eroded in the 
Santa Ynez Valley and else- 
were, because of big flood dam­ 
age,” the rancher said. He 
warned of the possibility of “ un­ 
dermining” the economy still 
more by having oil drilling op- 
erations in the state waters shut 
down. The county derives no 
revenue 
from 
those in fed­ 
eral waters. 
Bonebakker, a former county 
planning commission member, 
disclaimed any connection with 
the oil industry. “ I have had 
no connection with any oil com­ 
pany since 1946,” he declared.

Rancho A leg re, 213 acres and val­ 
ued at $366,000, is Santa Barbara 
County*s chief Scouting facility. 
Located high in the mountains bor­ 
dering Lake Cachuma, the camp was 
donated in 1964. 
Following its donation, a planned 
development program was initiated 
which now puts a value on fa cilitie s 
totaling $113,146. Many donated la­ 
bor and m aterials fo r the develop­ 
ment. Facilitie s include troop serv­ 
ice building, health lodge, troop lead­ 
e r lodge, swimming pool with dress­ 
ing rooms, rotary rifle range, ten 
troop campsites, w ater system, 
cam pfire bowl and other im prove­ 
ments. 
Scouting started some years be­ 
fore World W ar I in Santa Barbara 
County but it was not until October 
1919 that a Council was officially 
organized with the assistance of the 
Santa Barbara Rotary Club. 
The name Santa Barbara Council 
was selected because jurisdiction of 
the Council was lim ited to Santa B a r­ 
bara. B y 1923, the Council*s in­ 
fluence had spread to a ll other parts 
of the County, except Santa M aria 
and Orcutt. B y 1925, a ll of this and 
San Luis Obispo Counties as fa r 
north as King City was included. In 
1930, the name 44Mission Council** 
was adopted and three years later 
its jurisdiction was fin ally changed 
to cover Santa Barbara County only. 
From its meager start with just 
12 boys on the official ro lls in J 919, 
the Council is now serving over 
7,000 boys each year. During its 
history covering almost 50 years of 
operation, over 40,000 in a ll have 
enjoyed and received the benefits of 
Scouting and its lessons of outdoor 
living, its character building and its 
physical fitness programs. 
There are 22,500 boys of Sc ending 
ages in our schools, according to 
school adm inistrators 
— 
and they 
estimated that in the county there 
w ill be 65,000 boys in this age brac­ 
ket within the next five years. 
With the same growth rate as that 
experienced by M ission Council dur-' 
ing the past five years, the Council 
can fu lly expect a membership of at 
least 12,000 boys. 
The firs t real Scouting home was 
the 41 E l Cuartel,** purchased in 1939 
when the Council had a total of 692 
members. The headquarters was 
Santa Barbara*s oldest adobe. P rio r 
to the purchase of 4tE l Cuartel,** the 
scout headquarters was located at 
eight different addresses. 
Late in 1962, arrangements were 
made to sell the adobe to the Santa 
Barb ara Trust fo r H istoric P re se r­ 
vation. Council headquarters are 
presently located at 4000 Modoc Rd., 
Santa Barbara. Local headquarters 
are in the Lompoc Theater Building. 
The firs t Santa Barbara Scout

camp was Camp Drake, located in 
the Santa Ynez foothills. New build­ 
ings were constructed in 1955 
through many contributions. The 
camp served scouting fo r 39 years 
when it was sold to the Camp F ire 
G irls of Ventura at the time Camp 
Alegre was developed.

master. The troop committee has 
other responsibilities: representing 
the institution, providing a satisfac­ 
tory troop meeting place, supervis­ 
ing finances, assisting in providing 
camping opportunities, and giving 
the Scoutmaster the help he may re­ 
quire. 
The boys are organized in small 
groups (four to eight members' 
known as patrols. Each patrol has a 
patrol leader elected by the mem­ 
bers of the patrol. The mam job of 
the Scoutmaster is to train and work 
with his patrol leaders in operating 
their troop. 
Each institution using the program 
appoints one man to serve as its 
44general manager** of Scouting and 
to represent the institution on t h e 
Scout district committee and local 
council. This man is known as the in­ 
stitutional representative. 


The district committee is an as­ 
sociation of institutional represen­ 
tatives and other interested men in 
a neighborhood, community, o r geo­ 
graphic territory. The purpose of the 
district committee is to assist in 
carrying out the program and to ex­ 
tend Scouting through new organiza­ 
tions. 
A local council is composed of dis­ 
tricts. The council employs a sm all 
number of men to work with volun­ 
teer leaders. Councils provide train­ 
ing, camps, supervision of advance­ 
ment, health, safety, finance, and as­ 
sistance in the organization of new 
Scouting groups. 
the local council is supported by 
donations from the general public, 
either directly through Boy Scout 
campaigns or through united appeals 
such as the United Fund.

As far as salmon are con­ 
cerned, the season opens Satur­ 
day.

taken some in their nets — only 
to have to put them back in the 
w ater. 
The story from local lakes 
is about the sam e: lots of very 
dirty water. M argarita Lake 
sustained 
considerable 
dam­ 
age to the boat docks but is back 
in operation. Cachuma was clos­ 
ed for repairs when the lake 
crested over the spillway and no 
doubt a lot of fish went into the 
Santa Ynez River and perhaps 
washed to the ocean at Surf. 
Pismo 
Beach is currently 
closed to clamming and fishing 
from Shell Beach south to the 
mouth of the Arroyo Grande 
Creek because of pollution from 
the Pismo Beach sewage treat­ 
ment plant. The plant is back in 
operation, according to our re­ 
ports. It still is a m atter of 
time until health department 
officials will perm it the beach 
area to be reopened. 
The beach closure has not 
been obeyed. We have seen many 
people disregard posted warn­ 
ings, driving down the beach 
ram ps around the signs and be­ 
gan 
clamming 
and 
fishing 
in the prohibited areas. 
Until things improve, we’ll 
just have to wait it out with pat 
tience. 
Something that might be kept 
in mind for better weather is a 
trick many pier fisherm en have 


found useful in pursuit of the 
succulent dover sole.

ident Johnson vetoed a plan for 
the forcible recapture of the 
intelligence ship Pueblo early 
last year because he “ didn’t 
want another war,” according 
to Time Magazine.

Korean port. 
The magainze said Cassell 
told a closed session of the 
inquiry in Coronado, Calif., that 
the Higbee, under heavy air 
cover and backed by a U.S. 
ultimatum to North Korea, was 
to sail into the harbor and 
escort the Pueblo to safety.

We strongly favor opening 
one club with the South hand. 
We aren’t alone in this. Al­ 
most all American experts 
would make the sam e open­ 
ing bid. 
Back in the first days of 
contract such a bid would 
have been unheard of. South 
would 
autom atically 
open 
one spade. North would re­ 
spond two diamonds. South 
would try two hearts, North 
would go to three diamonds. 
Maybe South would pass or 
perhaps keep on to three no- 
trump, 
which 
w o u l d 
be 
tragic. South would be held 
to four or five tricks depend­ 
ing on the play. 
If North were allowed to 
play 
three 
diamonds 
he 
would go down only one pro­ 
vided he played carefully. 
Modern one-spade openers 
wouldn’t get to the three 
level. North would respond 
one no-trump, play it there 
and go down two or three. 
The one-club opening leads 
easily to a two-diamond con­ 
tract. South rebids one heart, 
not one spade. North has a 
chance to raise if he has 
hearts, or to bid one spade 
it he has four spades. Of 
course, North bids two dia­ 
monds, plays it and m akes 
his contract. 
With 20 high card points on 
each side it would seem that 
either side could make a 
part score. 
This 
is 
true. 
North and South can make 
two diamonds, E ast and West 
can make two or maybe even 
three no-trump. 
People who favor a spade 
opening with the South hand 
point out 
the pre-emptive 
value of that suit and explain 
that it is easy for the op­ 
ponents to get into the bid­ 
ding against a club opening 
but far harder against a 
spade bid. 
Every sort of bid turns out 
to be a winner on occasion. 
We have seen times when a 
spade opening does shut the 
opponents out. We have seen 
just about as many times 
when a club opening gets the 
job done. We do know that 
it is far easier to find the 
right contract when you start 
with a club.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI)—"T urn- 
O n,” a new ABC-TV series 
attacked as “ Dirty,” has been 
shelved after one performance. 
The sponsor, the network and 
some dissatisfied stations put 
the clamps Sunday on the half- 
hour topical comedy show that 
had 
its premfere only last 
Wednesday. 
It was produced by the same 
company 
that turns out the 
nation’s top - rated series, 
"Rowan 
and Martin’s Laugh- 
In.” 
The move jolted Hollywood 
practitioners of television’s so- 
called "new 
frankness,” 
as 
exemplified by "Laugh-In” and 
the Smothers Brothers show. 
It was considered in these 
circles a significant step after 
several years in which risque 
and controversial material had 
suddenly 
deluged television, 
from talk shows to specials to 
regular series. 
Stations in Cleveland, Denver 
and Little Rock, Ark., canceled 
"Turn-On” 
last week. 
One 
station manager wrote ABC: 
"If your naughty little boys 
have to write dirty words on 
walls, please don’t use our 
walls. It’s all right to be racy, 
but this is just plain dirty.” 
George Schlatter, executive 
producer of "Laugh-In” and 
"Turn-On,” said Tom and Dick 
Smothers, Nancy Sinatra and 
Tony 
Newley 
were 
among 
performers who volunteered to 
be on the new show. 
‘Turn-On” using double en­ 
tendre 
and barbs about hot 
subjects, 
was 
hosted by 
a 
computer, and employed elec­ 
tronic distortion, graphics and 
animation in emphasizing im­ 
personality in modern life. It 
moved at a furiously fast pace. 
Schlatter said the show was a 
"bold step,” and that he had 
"nothing but respect” for ABC- 
TV and the sponsor for trying 
it. 
But he said: " I ’m shocked 
and disappointed. I can’t believe 
they’d take It off the air.” 
He added: “ We just felt the 
public 
was 
ready 
for 
the 
approaches they have already 
accepted in other art forms.” 
An ABC-TV statement Sunday 
did not say flatly ‘Turn-On” 
was 
canceled, 
but 
sources 
indicated it definitely appeared 
so. 
The statement said: 
"ABC understands that Bris­

For 36 ^ears, the International Rescue Committee has been 
aiding the victims of political tyranny, persecution and war. 
There is, regretfully, no assurance that it will not be engaged 
in the same admirable work 36 years from now. 
In 1968, for example, about 50,000 Cuban refugees entered 
the United States. The IRC, which helped about a fourth of these, 
predicts the number will be the same, or higher, this year. 
Relief work continues in Vietnam, where four million people 
have been uprooted by the war, and in the starvation-ridden 
Biafra area of Nigeria. 
A fresh human exodus was sparked by the Russian invasion 
of Czechoslovakia. Since last August, some 50,000 Czechs 
and Slovaks have sought asylum in the West. More than 1,000 
have so far been settled in the United States. The flow is ex­ 
pected to continue in view of intensifying Soviet pressures 
against all liberal elements in Czechoslovakia. 
The Czechoslovakian refugees as a group are unique in that 


there is an extraordinarily high proportion of intellectuals, 
professionals and cultural leaders among them —people who 
were, and are, the leading targets of Soviet oppression. 
There are also many highly skilled workers, and several 
American companies have come to the IRC to offer employ­ 
ment to them. Thus the Czech "brain drain” is actually help­ 
ing U.S. industry and academic institutions to meet personal 
shortages, says the IRC. 
It would be a sad day were the lamp lifted high beside "the 
golden door” ever to flicker out and escapees from tyranny 
no longer be able to look to the United States for asylum. 
Yet it is uncomfortable to realize that for many of those who 
come from abroad, the opportunities are more abundant and 
the road to full citizenship in America is easier than it is for 
millions already among us who, for want of education and 
skills, are victims of another kind of oppression that we have 
barely begun to combat. 


Self sufficient So. Viet 


Given $30 billion and 10 years of peace, South Vietnam 
could be made self-supporting. Or so claims a report prepar­ 
ed for President Nixon by Daniel Lilienthal, former chair­ 
man of both the Tennessee Valley Authority and the U.S. Ato­ 
mic Energy Commission and now head of a consulting firm, 
and Prof. Vu Quoc Thuc, South Vietnamese economist and min­ 
ister of state. 
Although the plan envisions much of the money being rais­ 
ed by the Saigon government, by private enterprise and by 
foreign investors, one’s first impulse is to dispatch a tele­ 
gram to Washington urging that we send them a check in the 
full amount forthwith. It would be cheap at several times the 
price. 
It would, in fact, be about one-tenth of what the United 
States will have spent in 10 years in prosecuting the war at its 
past and current rate. 
That a mere $30 billion could, in the opinion of these ex-

perts, render South Vietnam economically self-sufficient, 
underscores how wasteful and counterproductive war really 
is. The military investment the American taxpayer has made 
in Vietnam thus far could have made wealthy people of every 
man, woman and child in that country, by their standards. 
The essential premise upon which this economic master 
plan is predicated is, of course, peace. And that depends upon 
the willingness of North Vietnam to permit her sister nation to 
develop independently and unmolested. 
Years of war have not achieved that result. Months of nego­ 
tiations in Paris may, according to the most realistic out­ 
look, bring only a respite from concentrated harrassment from 
the outside. 
It could be 10 years and many times $30 billion before South 
Vietnam attains the internal political stability and tranquillity 
it must have before it can even begin enjoying economic 
health. 


Story of two men 


This is the story of two men . . . a 
county supervisor and a mayor . . . who 
have been stirred to their depths by 
the oil catastrophe in the Santa Barbara 
Channel. 
Supervisor George H. Clyde, whose 
First District beaches were among the 
first to be bathed in the oil bath, is an 
extremely fairminded, considerate man. 
"He wouldn’t knowingly hurt anyone,” a 
county building secretary says of him ad­ 
miringly. 
But Clyde flew to Washington with a 
burning anger whenSecretary Hickel lift­ 
ed the drilling ban while the crisis wors­ 
ened. 
He told Sen. Edmund Muskie’s sub­ 
committee on air and water pollution just 
how bad things are on the channel. An­ 
ger, sincerity and truth make for an ex- 
plosive mixture . . . especially when they 
come from a mild and considerate man 
compelled to shout it out from the roof­ 
tops, if need be. 
Secretary Hickel’s momentary mora­ 
torium on drilling was "smacking of 
cold cynicism and pure hypocrisy,”1 
said Clyde. The stinging statements hit 
the Interior Department divisions ("this 
supposedly independent government agen­ 
cy’*); and the oil company: "It seems 


inconceivable there was aproblemdueto 
lack of drilling mud at the scene . . . as 
the company had been working on this 
approach for nearly a week. ” 
"Santa Barbara coastal area is a place 
where people live because they love it.. . 
human rights must have priority over the 
dollar . . . we need your help and pro­ 
tection . . . we haven’t gotten it from 
the Interior Department.” 
The coming of the oil to the shores, 
killing birds, sea lions; contaminating 
the sands and rocks along the entire 
coastal stretch, — along with Clyde’s 
strong statements carried on national 
news wires, was followed by a public 
protest that forced Hickel to ban dril­ 
ling again. 
"It’s been incredible,” the haggard- 
looking mayor of Santa Barbara said, 
over a cup of coffee. 
Mayor Jerry Firestone, in office only 
a few short weeks, was talking about the 
oil disaster which hit his city . . . a city 
which has always fought to keep the dril­ 
lers out. 
"I had a writer for one of France’s 
leading newspapers come to my office in 
City Hall for an interview,” said Fire­ 
stone. 
"National television networks called

me up day and night, for arrangements 
to send teams of cameramen and re­ 
porters here. I had calls from the Lon­ 
don newspapers . . .from ordinary peo­ 
ple ail over this country expressing 
sympathy and offering help. 
"There was this woman phoning from 
Montana, saying she had just seen me on 
a television program beamed by a Spo­ 
kane, Wash, station, and saying what a 
terrible thing it was for us to have this 
oil disaster.” 
"It was like Dunkirk down there on 
the beaches,” went on Firestone, who 
hadn’t had a good night’s rest in weeks.- 
"Trucks churning up and down with dril­ 
ling mud, cement, chemicals, debris, 
tons of oil-soaked straw lying around 
being raked up by dead-tired prisoners, 
the rains coming down, the oil pouring 
into the harbor, marina and our fine 
beaches.” 
"Many people are calling for the city 
to take action to have the oil boats leave 
the city harbor,” Firestone added. "And 
they may be right. ”

93-Yeèr-Old Fites 
Yesteryears 


FEBRUARY 11, 1916

The forgotten man 


Interior Secretary Walter J. Hickel 
was lambasted for his views, but the fact 
remains that the Federal octopus holds 
surplus lands and gobbles even more with 
its bureaucratic tentacles on a scale 
that totally defies the public interest. 
Abuses 
like this 
can feed and grow 
on their own momen­ 
tum. And the job-pro­ 
tecting bureaucrats 
can stall all protests 
by their own red tape. 
Once again, the tax- 
paying peasant is the 
forgotten man. The 
Federal 
octopus 
hates to be remind­ 
ed that Alaska re­ 
mains a full 96 per cent Federally own­ 
ed, or that all but 15 per cent of Ari­ 
zona is Federally owned, or that the 
government owns 80 per cent of Idaho, 
and about 80 per cent of New Mexico. 
The Defense Department alone controls 
4.3 million acres in California. Mum’s 
the word. 
Much is needed across the country, 
especially for conservation or recreation 
and even to buy more for these purposes 
under some 1964 legislation. But again 
and again the octopus hangs on to sites 
and whole areas declared surplus or 
obsolete. The sales are negligible com­ 
pared to the potential recovery and this 
potential is nearly incredible. 
Washington’s overspending has in­ 
creased taxes and even put a super­ 
tax on us taxpaying peasants. Yet the 
bureaucratic tentacles deprive us of 
this multibillion - dollar bonanza Then 
the octopus takes a second swipe at us. 
Consider Colorado. The Federally with­ 
held property amounts to 46.9 per cent. 
This alone is far larger than the com­ 
bined tax-exempt property owned by the 
state, municipalities, public schools and 
higher - education institutions, religi­ 
ous and charitable organizations. 
As a result, more than 42 per cent 
of the entire area of the state is tax- 
exempt by reason of Federal withhold­ 
ing. 
Colorado property owners paid $284 
million in taxes in 1966. Last year 
they paid more than 9 per cent more, 
or $334 million. They paid nearly $66 
million every week; about $1 million a 
week more than in 1966. 
On top of this, when Mr. Hickel said 
Washington is continuing to remove land 
from the tax rolls at an alarming rate, 
I find he made the understatement of 
the year. In Colorado alone the rec­ 
ords show that 19 Federal agencies’pur­ 
chases in fee during the five-year per­ 
iod from 1964 through last December 31 
totalled 3.6 million acres. Year in, year 
out, the average exceeded 700,000 acres 
bought each year. The payment usually 
runs around $475 an acre. In the same 
period Washington acquired an interest 
in 2.1 million acres more. 
Though some Federal agencies make 
payments in lieu of taxes, not all do. 
The National Education Association made 
a study of 11 Western public land states. 
The best it could come up with was that 
Federal payments totalled only about 31 
per cent of the estimated taxes. The bur­ 
eaucrats just pile the rest onto the 
peasants. 
Outraged taxpayers across the country 
have protested the Federal octopus’s 
land - hoarding and land - grabbing. 
So have state legislatures and municipal­ 
ities — by officially enacted protests. 
Numerous Congressional acts (includ­ 
ing the Taylor Grazing Act) specifical­ 
ly require surplus land disposals. The 
American Bar Association has the is­ 
sue again and again, confirming that Fed­ 
eral lands should be disposed of in fee 
simple after they have served the pur­ 
pose of the purchase. The result: noth­ 
ing. 
Even Article 1, Sec. 8, Clause 17 of the 
Constitution specifically limits the right 
of the Federal government to own land 
except for certain purposes, which Wash­ 
ington is obviously violating. The result 
of protests on these grounds? Nothing. 
Moreover, with the usual extremism 
riding hard in the saddle, former In­ 
terior Secretary Stewart Udall has hand­ 
ed Mr. Hlckle a fine little package of 
buying projects whose real cost would 
between $2.7 billion and $3.7 billion 
more in the next nine years than the 
Congress authorized. 
On December 6 this column pointed 


out that when Congress enacted the Com­ 
mission on the Reorganization of the 
Executive Branch of the Government, 
the commission enlisted a wide spectrum 
of the nation’s most-distinguished land 
experts and other specialists. Their 
investigation of Federal land-hoarding,

undertaken as a public service, took two 
years. They tabulated the potential re­ 
covery of billions on billions of dol­ 
lars.

Long live the Post 


The demise of the Saturday Evening 
Post this week must really stir mem­ 
ories, It certainly does in me. 
I recall the Post was one magazine 
my uncle carried around in his pocket 
until he’d read it cover to cover. As a 
child I recall my grandmother reading 
aloud from the magazine each evening 
until every story had been relived. 
Magazines like the 
Post were very im­ 
portant 
institutions 
in rural areas. 
The demise will 
also stir memories 
of others that went 
before, like Liberty 
and Colliers. Cer­ 
tainly we seem to be 
a little the less for 
the loss of them all. 
I recall, I used to 
sell the Post door to door along with oth­ 
er junior high school student-salesmen 
until wage and hour laws made it unpro­ 
fitable. What memories. I wonder how 
many of the adults in the Lompoc area 
sold the Post at one time like boys sell 
newspapers today — on a route basis. 
I can’t claim to be a student of the 
Post’s content, but I will always remem­ 
ber the stories by William Hazilitt Up- 
son, author of those charming Earth­ 
worm Tractor adventures.' Not long ago 
I reread one of them and it held the same 
fascination for me as it did years ago. I 
love them. 
Norman Rockwell’s cover art also will 
be a collector’s item. 
I recall a poor family I knew, named 
Stafford had two or three of its boys 
selling the Post, door to door. The family 
eventually pulled itself up by its colleo 
tive bootstraps and now is in comfor- 


table circumstances. 
The Post is dead, long live the Post. 
No matter how miserable human be­ 
ings become as they face disaster of 
one sort or another, trust «them to see 
the funny side. 
During the recent floods, I recall a re­ 
porter was interviewing a man whose 
home had been washed away by a flood 
of mud. The homeowner was standing 
knee-deep in mud. The rain was pouring 
down. Behind him, the foundation of his 
vanished home was evident against the 
backdrop of a canyon wall. The reporter 
allowed as the homeowner had suffered a 
great loss and then added, "Pretty 
messy too.” After pausing a moment the 
homeowner replied, "Yes, it is, but it’s 
beautiful here in the summer.” 
Some ranchers in Lompoc will recall 
an incident that nearly cracked everyone 
during a Farm Bureau flood relief meet­ 
ing. 


A woman had been informed that her 
insurance would not repay her for the 
almost total damage of her home west of 
Lompoc. Minutes passed and other busi­ 
ness was transacted. Suddenly the woman 
raised her hand and inquired: "The ii>. 
surance won’t pay off for flood damage, 
but would I be able to collect if the 
building burnt down.” The audience of 
ranchers hesitated a moment and then 
broke into a roar of laughter. 
Probably the biggest funny of the whole 
storm was the gyrations of the weather 
forecasters. Bill Keene of Channel 2 not­ 
ed: That bright thing you saw in the sky 
today was the sun, and that bright thing 
you see in the sky now is the moon — 
that’s the way it’s going to be.

Befogs future 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Foreign observers in touch with 
French officialdom are reporting pri­ 
vately that President Charles de Gaulle 
seems ever more removed from poli­ 
tical reality as his dreams of a strong 
France fed by outdated nationalism crum­ 
ble steadily. 
For a President Nixon patently eager 
to generate better relations with West­ 
ern Europe, this may be good, long-run 
news, though it has its grim aspect in 
the immediate future. 
Plainly, the French want to get back to 
the main course of European political 
and economic life. Indeed, the first fruit 
of such a return could be the long-delay­ 
ed admission of Great Britain to the Eur­ 
opean Common Market — an entry block­ 
ed, of course, by De Gaulle. 
Nothing has so dis­ 
mayed 
the French 
people, even Gaul- 
lists, as his recent 
embargo on arms and 
parts shipments to 
Israel, a move he 
made without even 
consulting either his 
prime minister or 
his foreign minister. 
The urge to let Bri­ 
tain into the Common 
Market stems not from a sudden flush 
of economic altruism in France, but from 
a growing fear — fueled by the crisis 
of the franc in late 1968 — that West 
Germany surely will dominate the eco­ 
nomic community unless offset by Bri­ 
tish presence. 
Whatever the spur, a dropping of the 
barriers to Britain would restore France 
to good estate with those leaders here 
and in Europe who see long-range prom­ 
ise for the Europeans only in steady 


moves toward unity. Ironically, France 
was the great instigator of that move­ 
ment in the early postwar years. 
Nearly 11 years ago, De Gaulle inter­ 
rupted that trend. Taking power in a 
country ripped by turmoil, he was wide­ 
ly welcomed for the rocklike stability 
he brought. But the price to France’s 
"friends” was incredibly high. 


The developing economic amalgam ol 
Europe was slowed. French participa­ 
tion in the once-great NATO alliance 
thinned to a shadow. De Gaulle sough! 
his own diplomatic course as a kind ol 
lonely Third Force, meddling half blind 
iy in the efforts to end the struggle: 
between East and West. 
His "allies” suffered and endured 
because he held France together as no on< 
else could. That tolerance, sheer goo< 
luck and economic prosperity sustaine< 
De Gaulle in hfs fantasy that his coun 
try, hardly bigger than Texas, could b< 
the key force in a world of giants 
But 1968, the incredible year for many 
sent his dreams crashing. Student re 
volts culminating in general strike ex 
posed the nations, real fragility. Some 
how he pulled domestic political victor] 
from the jaws of defeat. Yet France wa: 
left quaking. 


Russia’s August Invasion of C zechoslo 
yakia doomed his fiction that he was serv 
ing miraculously as a solitary Thin 
Force, taming Soviet intransigence. Q 
Gaulle as the East-West bridge simpb 
collapsed. 
Reeling from that blow, he was struct 
next with the monetary crisis which pu 
the franc in jeopardy and forced him ti 
seek rescue from, of all peoples, his an 
cient German enemies and his domineer 
ing "friends” in the United States
